That which thoſe Politicall Divines do fo often re- 
peate concerning the Lacedemonians, Arhenians, and 
Romansis a meere dreame. After that Theopompas, the 
laft King of the Spartans had-joyned to his Sonne, and 
bis future Succeſſorsthe Ephors ; the name of King be- 
came an empty Title amongſt the Lacedemonians: ha- 
ving altogether loſt the anthority, which before Theo- 
pompzrs all the Kings had abſolute and moſt free. The 
Atheni-ns after that they ceaſed to be under Kings,they 
endurcd no kind of Government long ,being impatient 
of the preſent, and deſirous of new ; at length they were 
ruined by an Anarchy. The People of Rome bewiched 
with the ſweetneſſe of liberty, after the example of the 
Grzecians, they changed their Kingdorne into a Demo- 
Cracy ; and cſtabliſhed a Law, never to reduce their 
Kings. But by their forraigne Varres, and civill Dif- 
cords they learnt at laſt, that there was no Remedy for 
their decaying Country, but to be governed by one. 


Therefore they created a di&tator, of a free Power and 
Rule. 


Rule; free from giving any account of his Words and 
Actions: from whom there ſhould be no appeale, and 


ro whom was permitted to impriſon,puniſh-with bonds, 
or death,any man of the Nobles,or of the Patrician Or- 
der, the cauſe nor declared. | 


What the Puritans have deviſed concerning the States 
of the Kingdom in England, France,and Scorland,lI dare 
not call them old wives fables,fince that rheyare ſhamful 
Iyes ſo lately broached.For how great thePower,and hoy 
ſacredrhe Majeſty of ourKings is,I had rather draw from 

' the full fountain of the ancient Parliaments of this King- 
_ dom,and of men moſt expszt in the Laws of England, li- 
ving in former ages: thengrom the muddy ſtanding pooles 
of Modern Politicks There is in Thom.zs de wal/ineham, 
an Epiſtle in the name of the whole Kingdom?, from 
the Parliament held at Lin-olne , about the Yeare 
1301: inſcribed to the Romane Biſhep; whereinthe 
Lords Spirituall and Temporall, with all the Com- 


mons doe ſpeake to the Biſhop conceraing the prehemi- 


nence of the King of England in theſe words following; 
we know (moſt holy Father) and it is a thing aotorius, from 
the firſt intitation of the Kingdome of England as well 11 
the trmes of the Brittains is of the Engliſh, that certaine

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efnno Domini 1614. it was propounded 3 Thet there 
@.u no earth!y power, ſpiritual or temporal, which hath any 
rroht over the Kings of France, to remove the ſacred per- 
ſors of K1zgs from thr dignity, or to abſolue their Sub- 
fefs from their Enyalty azd Obedience, which they ſer ever 
owe them, upon any cauſe or preteiice whatſoever, ;
